Thursday last he left for the West to join 
Mme. Nilsson. A reporter had a conversa- 
tion with him a short time before, and told 
him that Gye was saying he never wanied 
the new opera-house. “Of course not,”’ said 
Abbey, “we all know that. He hurried 
across the ocean to signa lease because he 
did not want it. He tore his 
hair . and swore aloud on _ the 
Pier when they told him I had got the house, 


because he did not want it. Maple 
making bitter attacks on me becanse he is 
glad I have the new house. Really these

~ EXCHANCE TOPICS. 


Complaints Against Chicago In- 
spection of Corn. 


A Fish-Eating Match--Qdds znd Ends From 
the Floor. 


Chicago’s present rigid inspection of corn 
is now drawing down upon her market the 
same indignation that was directed some 
time ago against St. Louis. Yet when these 
complaints were so numerous against the St. 
Louis inspection the corn had hardly had 
enough cold, frosty weather to get into 
shape. Chicago was then, however, making 
two cars of the new crop No. 2, when St. 
Louis was not making more than one. 
Since then the condition of new corn has 
changed greatly for the better. The  in- 
spection in St. Louis improved, and there 
came a great change in the Chicago inspec- 
tion, for the worse. Corn that would grade 
No. 2 without difficulty in November in Chi- 
cago is now inspecting new-mixed. The 


complaints from the country at this sudden 
and unreasonable change have been loud 
and numerous. A late issue of 
the Chicago Times had a whole column filled 
with letters from the country to vareaee 
commission men, complaining bitterly of the 
injustice done them by the _ inspection. 
Charges of fraud were not alone hinted at, 
but boldly made. One of the largest grain 
shippers from country points in Missouri has 
been sending his corn to Chicago to catch the 
high “‘corner” prices now paid there for No. 
2corn. His corn was in fine condition, and 
readily graded No. 2 in St. Louis and Toledo. 
Greatly to his astonishment, most of his 
corn when it reached Chicago went new 
mixed. He visited that market at once, but 
could have no change made in'the inspection 
of his corn. When he left there he brought 
two samples of his corn with him—one 
sample from a car made No. 2 in 
Chicago and the other that had been 
inspected new mixed. ‘These samples he 
brought to St. Louis and submitted to re- 
ceivers and shippers of grain, grain inspect- 
ors and other experts here. None of them 
could perceive the slightest difference be- 
tween the two samples. Aji united in saying 
that the new mixed was as good as the No. 2. 
‘There was the same goud, dry and sound 
kernel in one that there was in the other. 
How, then, the Chicago grain inspectors could 
make two cateof thesanie corn No. 2 and 
mixed wasa mystery to all. It was be- 
lieved, however, that the Chicago inspector 
who lately graded corn of the crop of 1880 
“new mixed,”’ must have been the expert 
who had tlie haudling of this Missouri 
corn. 
TWO MONTHS OF CAT-FISH. 

The quail-eating craze has struck the Ex- 
change, butin a somewhat difterent form. 
Some of the H. F. & B. R. Fishing Club 
were discussing this question of game birds 
for steady diet and tnaliy a coupie of them 
offered to make a wager that thev each could 
eat, not quail, but two cat-fish a day fora pe- 
riod of two months. ‘They were not to use 
gastrine or pepsin or lemon. No vegetables, 
bread, or anything else was to accompany 
the fish.

Money Wasted on the Navy. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
New YORK, January 29.—The Sun says 
editorially to-day: ‘The way in which 
money is wasted on the navy has been illus- 
trated during recent debates in Congress. 


According to Mr. Calkins, when boilers were 
made for the Pinta they fitted so badly that 
the vessel had to be torn to pieces and the 
boilers turned around in order to get them 
into her at all. The Mohican was to be pro- 


vided with guns. When these were 
made ready it was discovered 
there was not space enough left 
for working them, so that these were 


taken out and sawed off twelve or fourteen 
inches, and the vesse] then put to sea with 
clipped ordnance. Just after the war some 
big engines costing about $600,000 were built 
for a vessel whose keel was never laid. Af- 
ter they were finished it became necessary to 
tear out one end of the building where they 
were constructed in order to get them out, 
and then they were sold for old iron, 
fetching about $30,000. In the cur- 
rent method of constructing, when 
the different parts of the ship are 
brought together none of them fit. This has 
been the history of our navy for the last 
twenty years. No wonder that for hundreds 
of millions expended there is now little left 
to show.” 


Killed Her Husband. 
Oxrmos, Micu., January 29.—In Bath 
Township, Clinton county, Friday night, 
David Clark. a farmer, was shot and instant- 


ly killed by his wife. The parties have lived 
unhappily for some years, often coming to 
blows. The disagreement of Saturday arose 
from the wiie’s determination to administer 
medicine other than that prescribed by the 
attending physician to one of her children. 
The child’s illness continued to grow worse 
until she was snpposed to be dying. While 
Clark was endeavoring to restore her to con- 
sciousness the wife got a revolver from the 
adjoining room and deliberately shot him 
through the back.

Mr. CmAUS SPRECKLES, the San Francis- 
co sugar monopolist, is said te be quietly en- 
gineering a scheme for the annexation of the 
Sandwich Islands to the United States, in case 
Congress shall decide to abrogate the 
Hawaiian reciprocity treaty, which puts 
some three or four million dollars a year 
into his pocket. As its abrogation would im- 
pose a tax of about $10.000,000 a year on his 
sugar monopoly, he can well afford to 
guarantee annuities to the amount of a mil- 
lion or two to King KALAKAUA’S family, be- 
sides buying the assent of his leading sub- 
jects to the cession of the islands. The 
Hawaiian race is vanishing rapidly, the roy- 
al family are on very short rations, there is 
no future for them, the templation to havea 
good time while they last is very strong, and 
Mr. SPRECKLES, having control of all the 
sugar lands in the kingdom, would becomea 
very prospérous citizen indeed if the islands 
are annexed or the present treaty main- 
tained. Justhow much it would cost Mr. 
SPRECKLES to maintain the treaty is a 
conundrum which the protection lobby now 
on duty at Washington might answer. 


Mr. ANDREW McKINLEY has withdrawn 
from the State Senate his application for the 
position of Superintendent of the State 
Board of Immigration. The Governor should 
now appoint Mr. M. Renswaw, the present 
Secretary of the Missouri Immigration Socie- 
ty. Tothis society, started in 1879, is prob- 
ably due all that has been accomplished in 
this field, as its plans and methods 
have been founded and operated upon 
business principles from the beginning, 
as shown by the Secretary’s reports. The 
business is too important to the State 
and city to place an unexperienced hand at 
the head of the Board at a time when results 
of the most satisfactory character are ap- 
pearing. The appointment of Mr. Ren- 
SHAW would amalgamate the two associa- 
tions, and as the society has obtained large 
funds in the shape of private subscriptions 
itis probable the same energy displayed by 
the Secretary would result in adding a con- 
siderable sum to any appropriation of the 
State for future operations. 


PRESIDENT GREVY has accepted the resig- 
nation of his Ministers and declared himself 
firmly resolved on the dissolution of the 
present Chamber of Deputies, The state- 
ment to this effect in this morning’s cable 
dispatches has been anticipated for some 
days. There seems.to be no other solution 
of the difficulty. The majority of the Depu- 
ties and part of the Ministers seem to have 
believed that GAMBETTA was holding the 
Republic up by the tail and thatit must fall 
when be died. Upon his death they fell in- 
to a ridiculous panic, losing all faith in the 
people and inthe popular strength of the 
Republic. Affrighted by the very silly pla- 
card of JEROME BONAPARTE they had him 
arrested and prepared a bill for the 
expulsion of all dynastic families, Bour- 
bons, Bonapartists and Orleanists, Two or 


a 


heads declared that they would resign rather 
than support these extreme and unca)led-for 
measures. A judicial investigation resulted 
In a decision that JEROME’s placard did not 
violate even the unrepublican press code of 
France, and that the Government was guilty 
of persecuting him when it treated his mani- 
festo asacrime. Public sentiment revolted 
at the injustice and bad policy of exiling 
men like the Orleans princes, who have 
patriotically served in the army under 
several changes of Government, and 
who, when not serving their country 
thus, dovote themselves to the management 
of their estates rather than to politics and 
plots. Opposition to these violent measures 
is of course treason to the Republic in the 
eyes of the panic-stricken extremists, and 
their organs teem with rumors of anarchist 
outbreaks and revolutionary schemes. But 
fortunately opposition to the present Cham- 
ber is not hostility to the Republic, as the 
attitude of some Ministers and some Repub- 
licans Deputies sufficiently attests. A disso- 
lution and a new election may lead to fever 
ish agitation, but will enable the Conserva- 
tive sentiment of the people to put the con- 
trol of the Republic’s destiny in‘ safer and 
more representative hands. ne

THE LAW COURTS. 


mportant Batch of Decisions From 
Judge Thayer’s Bench. 

Judge Thayer this morning decided a point 

of interest in a case involving service on a 

suitor or a witness. ‘The suit was that of 

Thomas Morgan et al. vs. Samuel W. Craw- 

ford. Thedefendantinthe suit had sued 


Alonzo Harlow in Jefferson coun- 
ty June 10, 1882, Notice was given 
by Crawford’s counsel that depositions 
for use in the suit pending in Jefferson coun- 
ty would be taken in this city before a no- 
tary June 27. At the request of his counse] 
Crawford came to St. Louis to attend the 
depositions and was served with summons 
in this suit in this city whilst he was within 
this circuit on the mission last stated, 
but = not in actual attendance 
before the notary. He moved 
to quash the service of the summons on the 
ground that he was privileged from the ser- 
vice of summons in a civil action whilst 
within this jurisdiction for the purpose of 
taking depositions of taking depositions in 
the case against Harlow et al. Judge 
Thayer says: “The claim to exemption must 
be disallowed. The authorities upon the 
point do not countenance the doctrine that a 
citizen of this State is privileged from the 
service of a summonsin a civil action when 
he happens to be in attendance upon a court 
in some other circuit than that in which he 
resides, either as a suitoror witness. Not- 
withstanding the decision in 66 New York, 


it is obvious that the practice has 
always been in that State to 
hold the mere service of summons 


not accompanied by arrest valid even when 
made upon a suitor in attendance upon court. 
If a suitor in attendance upon court was ar- 
rested upon a capias in a civil action, the 
practice was to release him from arrest on 
his giving common bail. The courts com- 
pelled him to enter his appearance 
to the action, which gave them 
full jurisdiction and discharged him only 
from arrest. In this State we cannot arrest 
a defendantina civil action. Service of a 
summons by reading the summons or deliy- 
ering “it to the defendant amounts to the 
same thing as giving common bail under the 
old practice. The service of a summons 
upon a witness or a suitor does not obstruct 
the administration of justice; it is quite 
different from an actual arrest of the person, 
If a person is decoyed into a foreign juris- 
diction, either as a witness or suitor, for the 
mere purpose of obtaining service from him 
it is an abuse of process that no court would 
tolerate. The motion to quash in this case is 
overruled.’ 

In the case of Parker vs. Stone the court 
holds that an affidavit for attachment may be 
amended prior to or pending a trial on the 
same terms as other. pleadings. In a case, 
however, where leave is asked to insert an 


amend the affidavit is overruled.

Corpus Curisti, TEX., January 20, 1883.— 
Upon the highest point of land on the 
Gulf of Mexico, away down toward the 
mouth of the Rio Grande del Norte, in a lati- 
tude where perennial spring-time climate ex- 
ists, lies the “Gem of the Gulf,” Corpus 
Christi. as yet a small seaport town of but 
little celebrity either as a future great mari- 
time port, railway terminus or commercial 
metropolis.

New York, Jantiary 29.—Rigolo, in his 
Monday article in the Sun, entitled ‘‘In and 
Out of Wall Street,” says: “Wall street is 
in the position of Egypt after the death of an 
Apis. Asis well Known the soul of Osiris, 
who was urirdered by the evil spirit Typhon, 
migrated into Apis, a jet black bull with a 
white spot on his forehead, certain sym- 
bolic spots on his back and a scarabeeus un- 
der his tongue. Between the death of one 
Apis and tne finding of another bul! marked 
in the same way the whole country was in 
mourning, Wall street is in a similar pre- 
dicament. Ite«vi!ll remain in mourning till it 
finds a new Apis. Like Egypt it possesses 
many powerful bulls, but they do not ans®er 
the required description of a genuine leading 
Apis. They made a strong combination in 
the beginning of the month, but it began to 
break to pieces week before last. It is 
avidence that no herd of the finest bulls can 
take the place of an_ individual leader with 
the sacred Apis marks. Mr. Gould is black 
enough and could easily have some spots tat- 
tooed on his back, and though he speaks very 
little and in a very low voice, it is not certain 
that the peculiarity is caused by the pres- 
ence of a scarabeus under his tongue. In 
any case he does not seem willing to come 
forward asa claimant forthe dignity of an 
Apis, and the Wall Street Temple is thus left 
to the worship of an assortinent of mongrel 
bulls, many of whom are Knownto havea 
considerable perceutage of bear blood. ‘The 
position 

OF THE BULL COMBINATION 
is, in fact, so precarious that but for a mys- 
terious movementin the Denver and Lio 
Grande stock the whole market would prob- 
ably have experienced a very severe tumble. 
Everybody had the point to buy Denver, and 
the stock gained soine five per cent during 


the week, but everybody had the 
point to sell something against 
it, principally Union Pacitic, which 


had consequently a drop of about the same 
extent. Nobody seems to know anythipg 
positive as to what the Denver scheme ts, 
except that the old board of directors is to be 
kicked out and the road is to pass under the 
control of the members of the pool, who are 
at present loaded with the stock. About a 
dozen names are mentioned in connection 
with the new board, among them being 
Messrs. Huntington, Cassal, “bBill’’ Scott and 
Osborn. Noendof projects are attributed 
tothem. One story is that the Burlington 
and Quiney is to buy or lease the Denver; 
another, that the Atchison, Topeka and 
Ssnta Feistodothe same, and that both 
roads will jointly extend the Denver to the 
Pacific Coast, thus paralleling the Central 
Pacific. With Mr. Huntington mentioned as 
a future director of the Denver, this seems 
queer, but * 

QUEER THINGS HAVE BEEN 8EEN 
in Wall street. Another story still, and more 
plausible, ts that, after making an arrange- 
ment with either the Burlington or the At- 
chison, the Denver road will be made to 
connect with the Central at Ogden, and thus 
take some five millions a year out of the earn- 
ings of the Union Pacitie by cutting off some 
of its most valuable traffic. Whatever truth 
there may be in these stories, one thing is 
eertain,and that is that a great deal of money 
has yet to be spentto changethe Denver 
from a narrow to a broad gauge. Without 
this change it would be avery undesirable 
ally of any of the above mentioned systems, 
There are, no doubt, a great many possibili- 
ties for the manipulators of these schenies, 
but few for outsiders who risk their money. 
The best plan is to leave the stock alone for 
the present. An interesting story of the in- 
side facts of the case says some time ago 
when “Bill” Scott was out West he met two 
directors of the Denver road. They stated 
their dissatisfaction with the present man- 
agement of Gen. Palmer, and asked Scott to 
getupa poolin New York to bring up the 
stock and get ridof Gen. Palmer and his 
friends. ; 
MR. SCOTT LIKED THE IDEA, 
and upon his return broached it to several 
well known speculators. Mr. Cammack, Mr. 
Huntington and Mr. Osborn approved the 
scheme and bought large blocks of the stock. 
Mr. Gould is credited with having purchased 
100.000 shares, most of which he has sold 
since. His brokers bought also 60,000 shares 
for Duntington, the stock being transferred 
for some reason to the name of that géentle- 
man’s private secretary. Mr. Scott bought 
50,000 shares and Mr. Osbern 30,000, thus 
making up his old quarrel with Mr. Gould, a 
circumstance which gave rise to the story cur- 
rent a few weeks ago that these two gentle- 
men were going into partnership. These 
large purchases sent the price of Denver 
above fifty-one, and the Western directors 
found that they had been left out in the cold. 
They demanded that they should be let in 
somewhere in the forrties, and it was with 
this object in view that the Osborn party 
went {n and broke the stock to forty-four 
ten days ago. The great difficulty which the 
bull party find is that they are loaded with 
stock and do not want to inake any sacrifice 
for the purpose of inviting outside custom- 
ers. ‘They think that the higher they put 
prices the more eager the public will be to 
come in. This is wrong. ‘They ought to 
pursue the reverse policy, which was that of 
the late A. T. Stewart. Whenever trade 
became slack he used to put prices down all 
around, no matter what it cost him, and his 
stores were at once crowded. A month or 
two later he usually made up all his loss. 

MONEY AND BUSINESS. 

To-day’s Tribune says of money and busi- 
ness: Last week would have shown quite 
satisfactory progress in business, but for 
several failures of importance. One of these 
was clearly due to the refusal of Congress to 
act upon the whisky bill and more remotely 


to the great overproduction of 
whisky. Another was due to un 
certainties in regard to the tariff. 


These illustrate the difficulties under which 
business labors. The whisky, tobacco and 
manufacture of fermented liquors business, 
the iron trade, the woolen, cotton, silk and 
lumber trades and many more are embar- 
rassed by the uncertainty as to Congressional 
action. It would not be strange if there were 
other failures during the coming month 
arising trom this uncertainiy, although the 
final action of Congress should be such as to 
improve business in tle end. The imports 
last week were very large, and less than 
$700,000 of the increase was in dry goods, 
while nearly $3,000,000 was in other mer- 
chandise. It is noteworthy that imports 
continue so large when bills to reduce duties 
materially are under consideration in Con- 
gress. The entries of dry goods last week 
were in yalue considerably more than the 
amount withdrawn for i and 
it may be that stocks of other goods 
are aiso accumulating in anticipation 
es change in duties. On - the 
other hand, exports have been large. The

reached 154,000 bales last week against 98,- 
227 for the corresponding week last year. 
Since September 1 the exports have_ been 
larger by $00,000 bales than they were during 
the corresponding part of the previous crop 
year. The shipments of wheat have beert 
large, notwithstanding some recent advance 
in price, partly because the foreign demand 
has improved and partly because the ocean 
rates have somewhat declined. ‘The great
